There is no prior art of record that teaches the 
compound 12 Sr0.7AI 2 0 3 or the mixed compound 12Ca0.7AI 2 0 3 and 12Sr0.7AI 2 0 3 
incorporate a negative ion (H", H 2 ", H 2 ") at a concentration of 1X10 18 cm" 3 or more, which 
has an electronic conductance equivalent to an electronic conductivity of 10" 5 Scm" 1 or 
more at room temperature.
